DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 8-12, in the reply filed on 
12/23/04 is acknowledged. 

Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bonora 

et al. 

In regard to claim 8, the Bonora et al. reference discloses a high pressure 
"processing apparatus" (Figure 1) comprising a "processing vessel" 20 including a 
"processing chamber" 24, a "support member" 22, a "fluid feeding / discharging means" 
(Figure 3), a "communicating channel" 42, a "valve structural member" 40 and a "piping 
member" 34, as claimed. 

In regard to claim 9, the "piping member" 34 is capable of being used under 
atmospheric pressure. 

In regard to claim 10, the "fluid feeding means" (Figure 3) includes a "fluid 
feeding channel" 44, a "valve structural member" 40 and "piping member" 34, as 
claimed. 

In regard to claim 1 1 , see "fluid feeding hole" 62 (see Figures 3 and 5) formed in 
the "valve member" 40. 

In regard to claim 12, see "reservoir section" 84. 

In regard to claims 8-12, the introductory statement of intended use and all other 
functional statements have been carefully considered but are deemed not to impose 
any structural limitations on the claims distinguishable over the Bonora et al. device, 
which is further capable of feeding and discharging high pressure and corrosive fluids 
through valve 40. Whether the device was actually used in such a manner is dependent 
upon the performance or non-performance of a future act of use and not upon a 
particular structural relationship set forth in the claims. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Miyajima and Fosnight et al. references pertain to various 
smif pod processing chambers, similar to Applicant's device.
